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The argument that one of skill in the art would form a desulfurizing agent by co- 
precipitation not impregnation is not persuasive because the test for obviousness is what the 
teachings and disclosures of the prior art would have suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art, 
even including unpreferred embodiments. See In re Lamberti, 545 F.2d 747, 750, 192 USPQ 
278, 280 (CCPA 1976). 

The argument that the desulfurizing agent of the JP patent is not a catalyst for promoting 
a chemical reaction as suggest by Logsdon but a sulfur adsorbing material is not persuasive 
because the examiner relied upon Logsdon to teach a method of making a catalyst. One of skill 
in the art would employ any method of making the catalyst including the method of Logsdon. 

The argument that it would not have been obvious to combine the dissimilar 
hydrodesulfurization process operating at a GHSV of about 1000 h" 1 of Masuda with the process 
of the JP patent is not persuasive because it is within the level of one of skill in the art to utilize 
any GHSV including the GHSV that suggested by Masuda because such GHSV is known to be 
effective.
